Jack Elliott, Pullman Porter 


_A friend to presidents, senators and the common man

ilmington, in the 
20th Century, had 


lots of railroad 
men. With two major lines of 
the Boston and Maine 


Railroad, the Wildcat track, a 
roundhouse and the Boston 
and Maine shops, the town 
had engineers, yardmen, con- 
ductors, and section men. 
Sometimes it seemed that 
everyone worked for the rail- 
road. 

Then there was Jack Elliott. 
He had a railroad job like 
nobody else in town, that of a 
Pullman porter. He rode the 
rails all over the U.S. for 43 
years, from 1912 to 1955. For 
the last nine years of his 
career, he worked on a train 
called “The Puritan” on a run 
from Boston to Washington, 
D.C, 

Jack was born in South 
Carolina in 1890. He said his 
parents always told him he 
was attended by Dr. Simon 
Baruch, whose son Bernard 
Baruch became a wealthy fin- 
ancier and an internationally- 
known advisor to presidents. 

His family moved to 
Worcester, Mass. when Jack 
was two years old, and his life 
there was that of a poor boy of 
that day and age. He helped 
his mother keep kitchen and 
parlor stoves going. He did 
odd jobs and peddled newspa- 
pers, making a nickel any way 
he could, to augment the fam- 
ily earnings. 

When Jack was 14 years old, 
he left school. There were 
nine mouths to feed in the 
Elliot family, and Jack had to 
do his part. He started work 
as a stone cutter, and soon 
found himself working in the 
Vermont quarries. He later 
was sent to Washington to 
process stone shipped there 
from Vermont, the granite 
used in many government 


buildings. 

When he was 22, he decided 
he wanted to work on the rail- 
roads, and was fortunate to 
land a position as a Pullman 
porter. : 

The Pullman Company 
operated sleeping cars on 
railroads all around the coun- 
try. George Pullman invented 
the sleeping car about 1870. 
He hired former slaves as 
porters, men who had been 
trained as house servants. In 
its time, a job as'a Pullman 
porter was a good opportunity 
for an African-American to 
make a living. By the time 
Jack became a porter, the 
Pullman porters had transi- 
tioned about two generations 
from the freed slaves. But the 
Pullman porters continued to 
mostly African-Americans. 

Jack’s first trips were on the 
immigrant trains, taking: 
Europeans to new opportuni- 
ties in the West. The trains 
would have a common cook- 
ing car in the middle, where 
the passengers could cook 
their own meals. 

When the U.S. entered the 
World War in 1918, Jack vol- 
unteered for the U.S. Army. 
He went overseas on. the 
Patria, a French ship. He 
made the acquaintance of the 
captain, and they carried on a 


‘correspondence for many 


years, 

He didn’t remember any dis- 
agreeable incidents, only 
those over. which he could 
chuckle, like the time he 
ordered “beefsteak au 
cheval”. He enjoyed it, only 
to later learn that he had been 
eating horse meat. 

He returned from Europe on 
the Saxonia, an English ship. 
Many years later, he noticed a 
passenger in his Pullman car 
with a briefcase marked 
“Saxonia”. He spoke to the 
gentleman and learned he 
was the general passenger 
agent of the company, on his

quickly to a life of ease at home off Marion Street. 


way to New York to visit a 
new ship of the same name. 
He invited Jack to have din- 
ner on the new ship, but Jack 
could not accept. After all, 
trains do not stop over just 
because someone wants to 
dine somewhere. 

Jack was married in 1932. 
He and Clara moved to 
Wilmington in 1936, settling in 
a small house off Marion 
Street, a short walk to the 
railroad depot. 

In 1947, he was assigned to 
the Boston-Washington run, in 
an era when anyone traveling 
the northeast corridor used 
the train. Presidents, sena- 
tors, admirals, generals and 


countless common folk all - 


traveled in the Pullman cars. 
Everybody knew Jack. He 
wouldn’t mention their 
names, other than to chuckle 
over some remark made by 
congressman such-and-such 
or admiral so-and-so, but 
when the time came for his 
retirement in 1955, they all 
remembered him. The 
Assistant Secretary of Labor 
wished him Godspeed, as his 
last train left Washington. At 
each stop along the way, there

were well-wishers — 
Philadelphia, New York, 
Providence, Boston. The 
mayor of Sanford, 
Connecticut gave him a key to 
the city. 

“It was almost like a funer- 
al,” Jack said. “Everybody 
saying good-bye, and you 
know you will never see them 
again!” 

Jack and Clara spent their 
retirement in their small 
house, reading rare books and 
feeding the birds. Clara died 
in 1960. 

In September 1963, a young 
woman, a former neighbor, 
Marjorie “Midge” Reardon 
Wescott, was horribly injured 
in a plane crash. She and her 
husband of seven months had 
gone for a plane ride with 
another couple. Midge was 
the only survivor. She spent 
six months in a hospital in 
Pennsylvania. 

For that entire six months, 
Jack Elliott would mail her a 
copy of the Town Crier every 
week. He could easily have 
just bought a gift subscrip- 
tion, but he took the care to 
personally mail her a paper 
every week. 

When ‘he died in 1968, his 
obituary read that he was a 
friend to presidents, senators, 
and the common man.

WILMINGTON — 
Wilmington knows how to 
raise a hero.

Taxation, Representation 
and low voter turnout 


lections represent 
- the cornerstone of 
our shared heritage 
of liberty and freedom. 
» In this time of spring annu- 
‘al town elections, and the 
‘upcoming Patriots Day 
‘Celebration it’s useful to 
‘consider the past and the 
‘gift of the right to vote. This 
‘coming Monday is a funny 
‘dual anniversary of sorts; 
‘Patriot’s Day AND the day 
our taxes are due. 
' The notion of ‘no taxation 
‘without’ —_—s representation’ 
‘extends back hefore the 
, American Revolution. 
‘Indeed, it was a notion born 
‘in England, in Parliament 
‘itself. The English Bill of 
‘Rights 1689, nearly 90 years 
before the American 
Revolution, had forbidden 
the imposition of taxes (by 
the King) without the con- 
sent of Parliament. In fact, 
Google that document and 
you'll see a number of con- 
cepts reflected in our own 


Declaration of 
Independence and 
Constitution, -including the 


right to bear arms, freedom 
of speech, right to petition, 
regular elections, and the 
requirement of the Crown to 
seek the consent of the gov- 
erned. 
. The term ‘no taxation with- 
out representation’ entered 
general usage in America on 
or around 1765. Reverend 
Jonathan Mayhew reported- 
ly. coined the term in 
America, and the statement 
remains in our lexicon today 
(think Washington, D.C. 
which uses the phrase on 
‘license plates). The term 
was used in the thirteen 
colonies as a rallying cry 
since colonists did not elect 
direct representation in the 
House of Commons in 
London, and eventually 
became the impetus for the 
Boston Tea Party in 1773. 
That notion of not impos- 
ing taxes without the con- 
‘sent of Parliament (in the 
‘English Bill of Rights), 
“brought about a Revolution 
-ine America- that the King 
-and Parliament should not 
-tax the colonists without 
-Allowing the colonists repre- 
-sentatives in Parliament to 
» speak on their behalf. 
. That being said, I am dis- 
‘mayed by the poor voter 
‘turnout in Tewksbury’s town 
election on Saturday, with 
‘just a hair over 13 percent of 
‘registered voters turning 


out. That means 87 percent 
of registered voters opted 
not to show up at polling 
places. 87 percent abdicated 
decision making at the local 
level to the 13 percent that 
showed up. Those 87 percent 
turn the notion of ‘no taxa- 
tion without representation’ 
on its head, instead paying 
their taxes without repre- 
senting themselves. When 87 
percent of the electorate 
fails to engage in the 
process, then only the 13 
percent decide who holds 
the seats when the sewer 
and water rates are set, 
when the School 
Department budget is deter- 
mined, when taxes are 
raised, when ideas are float- 
ed to spur economic develop- 
ment. 

The candidates in 
Tewksbury, with contested 
seats in four races, should 
be commended for their 
largely forthright cam- 
paigns, for keeping the cam- 
paigns about the issues and 
launching few, if any, per- 
sonal attacks. 

Nothing turns off voters 
faster than one politician 
hurling mud at another, 
offering empty criticisms 
without solutions, or playing 
games behind the. scenes. 
What we saw, with so many 
candidates stepping for- 
ward, was new interest, new 
energy, and for those that 
were not successful in their 
campaigns, a slate of folks 
ready to challenge the status 
quo and willing to dedicate 
their time to make a differ- 
ence. 

In Wilmington, the races 
start heating up this week 
with . Candidates Night 
Tuesday at WCTV (see our 
story in the Wilmington edi- 
tion or online). This annual 
event is another example of 
community coming together 
to responsibly vet issues, 
avoid personal attacks, and 
afford candidates an oppor- 
tunity to get their views into 
the public domain. Let’s see 
if more Wilmington voters 
will turn out April 30 than 
last year’s 18 percent. 

And, for those who already 
filed their taxes this year, 
this weekend Lexington is 
celebrating its 300th 
Anniversary with a plethora 
of historic events, concerts, 
reenactments and a parade.

Dear Editor, 

This letter is being written 
in an attempt to set the record 
straight.

Newhouse accused residents 
of abusing the appellant 
process and filing frivolous 
appeals.

Members of the HST 
appealed the first and second 
wetland applications but did 
not participate in the adjudi- 
catory or current appeal.

In 
all cases, Cimaglia and 
Newhouse agreed and 
MacDonald firmly disagreed 
or alluded to a lack of lead- 
ership. 

When Zuppa asked about 
balancing the public’s right 
to freedom of speech with 
the board’s ability to con- 
duct meetings in a timely 


manner, Newhouse, who was 
undoubtedly referring to 
MacDonald, explained that 
while public. comment is 
encouraged at meetings, 
comment that is specifically 
aimed to disrupt is not. 

“I have residents who 
stopped me in the diner that 
say they are afraid to go to 
the meetings when a partic- 
ular resident is there. This 
town is buzzing with the 
ridiculous adversarial bully- 
ish type of behavior that 
goes on. The residents of 
Wilmington, they know bet- 
ter and they’ve seen it for a 
long, long time,” Newhouse 
said. 

He added, “Some people 
show up and fight for a 
cause. There are some peo- 
ple out there...and they show 
up and their cause is to 


fight.” 
During his turn to speak, 
Cimaglia supported 


Newhouse’s statement. 

“T feel it was extremely 
important that we let resi- 
dents come and speak at a 
meeting,” Cimaglia said. 

A question from Gilman 
about moving forward with 
the high school building 
project sparked a familiar 
discussion between the 
selectmen and MacDonald, 
who has been an appellant to 
the project due to environ- 
mental concerns, and was 


part of the reason for its 
delay in construction. 
Newhouse noted _ that 
MacDonald voted in favor 
for the project originally. 

The candidates were asked 
about their top priorities. 
MacDonald again stated 
that leadership in the town 
was his top priority. For 
Newhouse, it seemed that 
maintaining a positive cash 
reserve was a priority for 
him. Cimaglia said seeing 
the new high school project 
through was his main con- 
cern. 

It was during the section of 
the debate when candidates 
can ask each other a ques- 
tion that MacDonald was 
escorted out under the rea- 
soning that he was holding 
up the section by making 
accusations rather than ask- 
ing his question, despite 
multiple warnings from 
experienced moderator, 
Stephen Bjork. 

In their closing arguments, 
Cimaglia and Newhouse 
each requested a vote from 
residents for the two vacant 
selectmen seats, __ both 
describing their dedication 
as volunteerism for the town 
of Wilmington. Dan Murphy, 
who is also on the ballot, did 
not respond to the invitation 
to attend the debate.

suggested discovering the 
problem at its source to help 
kids cope.

She felt more infor- 
mation should be included in 
the plan to improve scores. 

Kane reported she was 
unable to speak specifically 
to the schedule change due 
to conflict of interest as her 
daughter is a teacher at the 
Middle School, but that the 
MCAS itself may become 
obsolete in the future, with a 
new form of testing as its 
replacement. 

She asked, “If this is actu- 
ally happens, do we make 
major changes for a test 
that’s not going to be around 
anymore?” 

Bodnar said he didn’t feel 
the test was an adequate 
way to test student intelli- 
gence or ability. 

School security was also a

Most candidates agreed that 
the changes to the high 
school design that incorpo- 
rate more safety features 
were positive and that they 
would like to see similar fea- 
tures at the other schools in 
town. 

“T don’t want to turn our 
schools into fortresses, but I 
do think we need to make 
some bigger steps to make 
sure our kids are in a safe 
environment,” Broussard 
said, adding that safety in 
schools needed to be looked 
at internally as well, such as 
eases of bullying. 

When asked what could use 
improvement in the school 
system, Leone and Spear 
brought up special educa- 
tion. Kane, Bodnar, and 
Broussard did not name spe- 
cific issues, each noting, 
more or less, that the 
process for improvement is 
ever evolving..

In each of the last five 
years, the Wilmington High 
School Baseball team has 
hovered around or over the 
.500 mark, has shared two 
league titles and qualified 
for the state tournament 
each time, including two 
post-season wins. The past 
five years the team has com- 
bined for a record of 57-50, 
including last year’s 11-10 
mark,- which. included --a 
share of the Middlesex 
League Division 2 title.

games last year. 

“It’s two years in a row 
now that we've lost one of 
our best players to season 
ending injury,’” said head 
coach Aldo Caira, now in his 
12th season as head coach. 
“Last year it was Scifo and 
this year it's Colin Doherty. 
With that being said: would 
we be a better team this 
year or last with them? 
Probably, but this year as 
last, when Vinny went down 
we were looking for someone 
to step up and fill the void 
and Jeff (Favuzza) did that 
last year for us.

Woods. Favuzza will be back 
at shortstop, and Woods will 
be the team’s opening day 
pitcher, and then will see 
time in the outfield when he 
doesn’t pitch. As for who

hot corner as well as logging 
a good amount of innings on 
the mound and bringing a 
potent bat to the line-up 
everyday -- Caira said is cur- 
rently being figured out.

This time, Wilmington’s 
Paul Hedderson is in it for 
the long haul - the real long 
haul. 

Hedderson, 27, is a long- 
time runner, but when he 
takes to the suburban streets 
of Boston all the way into 
the city for the 117th annual 


Boston Marathon on 
Patriots Day, it will be the 
longest jaunt of his life. 


“That’s the longest,” he 
said. “That’ll be my person- 
al record.” 

Hedderson compared the 
Marathon’s distance of 26 
miles to the longest distance 
he’s ever run, which is 14 
miles during a_ college 
endurance test. Though he 
said he didn’t find 14 miles 
to be much of a challenge, 
he expects Monday’s race to 


be much different. 
“It’s a big jump,” 
Hedderson said. “As_ it 


becomes 26 miles, it will be a 


challenge.” 
But Hedderson seems 
ready to finish the Marathon 


in what he thinks will be a 
time of between four and 
five hours. 

“lve been running almost 
my entire life, pretty much 
since I was ten years old and 
through high school and col- 
lege,” Hedderson said. 

When Henderson was ten, 
he and his mom competed at 
a running club in the Bronx, 
Queens, and Brooklyn areas 
of New York. He ran his 


first half marathon, in - 


Queens, when he was 13. In 
later years, he ran track and 
cross country for Xaverian 
High School in Brooklyn and 
Norwich University in 


Vermont. 


But going from high school 
and college cross country 
meets to the annual Boston 
Marathon, including the 
treacherous Heartbreak Hill 
could lead to problems.

The other semi-final will 
feature No. 1 ranked 
Quinnipiac (29-7-5) and St.

While the four teams in the 
Frozen Four may be a sur- 
prise to some, with three of 
them (UMass _ Lowell, 
Qunnipiac and St. Cloud 
State) making their first 
ever appearance and Yale 
advancing this far for the 
first time since 1952, UMass 
Lowell coach Norm Bazin 
knows that these are the 
four teams that deserve to 
be in Pittsburgh this week- 
end. 

“You have four excellent 
hockey teams,” Bazin said. 
“It is who is going to execute 
their game plan best that 
will come out a winner.” 

If the River Hawks are 
going to complete their 
dream of capturing their 
first ever national champi- 
onship, Bazin knows his 
team must be at their 
absolute best. 

“It's about us executing, 


_making a crucial play at a 


tough time in the game,” 
said Bazin. “It's about scor- 
ing last and it's about enjoy- 
ing the experience.”

run. 

But, it’s not as if 
Hedderson hasn’t run such 
distances before. He has 
competed in two triathlons, 
which involves running 13.1 
miles in addition to a 1.2 
mile swim and 56 mile bike 
ride. He accomplished the 
feats both times while com- 
peting in the Superfrog Half- 
Iron Man Triathlon in 
Coronado, CA, in 2010 and 
2011. 

When Hedderson runs the 
Marathon on Monday, it 
won’t be just for personal 
achievement. A native of 
Breezy Point, NY, who 
served in the Navy for four 
years, before being dis- 
charged last June, 
Hedderson is raising funds 
for two projects that hit 
close to home: the disaster 
relief efforts from Hurricane 
Sandy (breezyppointdisas- 
terrelieffund.org), and the 
Wounded Warriors Project 
which helps support sol- 
diers, sailors, marines and 
airmen who have been 
injured overseas. 

Hedderson has strong ties 
to his hometown, where his 
entire family volunteers for 
the Roxbury Volunteer Fire 
Department in Breezy Point. 

“We run a fire engine and 
one ambulance and we 
respond to calls when need- 
ed,” Hedderson said, noting 
he’s still on-call when he vis- 
its home. 

Hedderson, his parents, 
and two sisters are well pre- 
pared for such tasks. He is 
employed as, an EMT with 
Cataldo Ambulance. His 
father is a New York City 
firefighter and his mother a 
NYC police officer. His older 


linemates A.J. White and 
Adam Chapie will be count- 
ed on to provide the offen- 
sive spark for the River 
Hawks, Bazin says that the 
play of the entire team in 
their defensive zone will be 
a big key to their success. 
“When guys realize that 
good things happen from the 
defensive zone on out it's a 
tremendous development in 
your team,” Bazin said.

Post Office prepares to sell 
Reading building

Reading officials have been 


notified by the United States 


Postal Service that it will go 
ahead with a plan to find a 
buyer for the building on 
Haven Street that currently 
houses the Reading Post 
Office, shifting the staff there 
to a facility on Washington 
Street in Woburn. 

The building, located at 136 
Haven Street, will be listed for 


sale in the coming weeks. 


In a letter to Reading Town 
Manager Peter 
Hechenbleikner dated March 
{= Joseph Mulvey, a Real 


Estate Specialist for the 


USPS, writes, “The Reading 
Post * Office located at 136 
Haven Street is one of several 
properties recently analyzed. 
property comprises 


interior space and includes a 
basement and first floor area. 
An optimization study has 
been approved that recom- 
mends selling this underuti- 
lized asset, relocating deliv- 
ery carriers to underutilized 
space in our Woburn facility, 
and right sizing the post office 
into smaller space. We require 
approximately 1,400 square 
feet of space for the new 
Reading Post Office. The post 
office would be housed within 
the same building following a 
sale or within other space 
nearby. Alternate locations 
for the facility would be 
explored at the time an offer 
to buy the property is 
received, if that is the best 
valued option.” 

“The USPS is looking at 
many ways to reduce costs 
and sale of real estate is one 
of those options,” said local

USPS spokesperson Dennis 
Tarmey. “We are interested in 
determining the market for 
the building in Reading, while 
still maintaining a retail pres- 
ence in the same general 
vicinity. That’s a priority for 
us.” 

‘Tarmey said that if a sale 
were to take place, the USPS 
wants to open a retail-only 
window or site in the same 
general vicinity of the Haven 
Street building, where cus- 
tomers could mail packages 
and make postal service-relat- 
ed purchases. 

Staff at the Reading Post 
Office were made aware of the 
plans to possibly sell the 
building last June, Tarmey 
said, as well as the possible 
relocation of 30 staff members 
to the Officer John Maguire 
Post Office, located just over 
the border at 462 Washington 
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THE READING POST OFFICE ON HAVEN STREET will go on the market in the 
coming weeks. The sale has been speculated about for over a year. 


Street in Woburn, across from 
the Kohl’s retail store. 

“We have room there,” said 
USPS discontinuance coordi- 
nator Michael Foley. “We did 
a study there, and identified 
about 35,000 feet in excess 
space, so there is room for the 
Reading staff to operate out of 
if needed,” 

Foley said that the 
Reading building will likely be 
listed for sale as commercial 
space. 

The property was assessed 
in Fiscal Year 2012 at 
$1,740,100. It contains approxi- 
mately 62 parking spaces, 
plus a loading zone and dump- 
ster space. There is a pedes- 
trian ramp on Sanborn Street 
leading to’a side door and 
steps leading to the front door 
from Haven Street. 

The combined lot size is 
approximately 42,160 square 


feet. The site is on the’ 


Reading List of Historie 
Structures.

As the postal service evolved, the need for extra space

space, but this time an-.addition to the original 1917 structure 
required. This expansion added additional offices to the 
~ facility and changed the appearance of the building to what it 


As a historical structure, the sale of the property would fall 
under the Demolition of Structures of Potential Historical 
Significance By-Law in Section 5.13 in the Reading General By- 
Laws. This By-Law allows the Reading Historical Commission 
to review and work with the property owner and other interest- 
ed parties before any demolition permits are issued by the 
Building Inspector.

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Who is responsible for repairs during a home sale? 


Many questions arise dur- 
ing the home-buying process. 
Buyers looking at homes that 
require a good deal of TLC 
may wonder who is responsi- 
ble for the home's repairs, 
particularly if such repairs 
are needed to secure a certifi- 
cate of occupancy. Depending 
on the situation, there is no 
clear-cut answer. 


There is no perfect home, 
and things that are acceptable 
to the current owner may not 
be acceptable to the buyer 
who. is looking to become the 
next owner. The home-buying 
process is typically a careful 
cooperation between buyer 
and seller to find a middle 
ground; The buyer may have 
to make some concessions, as 
will ‘the seller. Ultimately, it is 
this “cooperation that often 
determines if the sale goes 
through or is terminated. 


Before any negotiations 
can begin regarding repairs, it 
is adviseable for a buyer to 
have 4n independent inspector 
come:out and look over the 
home.and property. Most real 
estate agents will suggest this 
be dofie as a first priority — 
everr “pefore a contract is 
entered on: the home. An 
inspection will unveil any 
potential problems in a home 
and.indicate things that the 
buyer ' ‘may not be aware of, 
ineluding items that do not 
meet With code or could be 
unsafe. An inspector also may 
point out problems that could 
cause a mortgage lender to 
give pause. This may mean 
the lender will deem problems 


unsafe and refuse to fund the 
mortgage until repairs are 
made. 


A copy of this inspection 
report should be sent to the 
home seller to review with his 


or her attorney and real estate 


agent. The buyer working 
with his own real estate attor- 
ney and agent can petition for 
certain repairs to be made. 
Many sellers will make such 
repairs to ensure the purchase 
goes through; or they will 
accept a lower purchase price 
to compensate for the needed 
repairs, which the buyer will 
then make. Buyers might want 
to hire a good real estate 
attorney to write clauses into 
the contract to protect their 
interests. This allows the 
buyer to forfeit the sale and 
walk away from the contract 
should an issue arise. 

The rules often change 
when buying a home that is a 
short sale or in foreclosure. A 
home that is in distress is typ- 
ically in this situation because 
the current owners cannot 
afford to pay their mortgage, 
and thusly, are not able to 
afford repairs. According to 
Think Glink, a money-man- 
agement Web site, buyers may 
try to negotiate repairs with 
the seller, but they shouldn't 
assume that sellers (or 
lenders in the event of a bank- 
owned home) are responsible 
for the repairs. Generally 
speaking, most short sales 
and foreclosures are sold "as 
is" and may even specify that 
repairs and requirements for 
the certificate of occupancy 
are the buyer's responsibility.

A buyer also can ask to have 
the home price reduced to 
cover the repairs.

If these repairs are not 
made, a buyer should think 
strongly about walking away 
from the deal, according to 
Why6Percent.com, a _ real 
estate marketing site.
